There is hereby ordained and established 
provisions under the Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, of 
1974, as amended, this ordinance to assist in the promotion of 
social, cultural and economic life of said City by aiding "Impaired 
Mobility Persons." 


SECTION 2. "Impaired Mobility Person" as used in this 


chapter means a person who: 


a. has permanently lost the use of at least one (1) 
leg; or 

b. is so severely permanently disabled as to be unable 
to move without the aid of crutches or a wheel¬ 
chair; or 

c. submits a signed statement on a City form from a 
physician, certifying that such person is permanently 
disabled in a manner rendering it difficult and bur¬ 
densome for such person to walk for an extended 
period of time. 

SECTION 3. Designated Parking. 

a. The Board of Public Safety is hereby empowered to 
designate space in City owned parking lots and on 
City streets, including parking lots titled in the 
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name of any City department, board, agency or com¬ 
mission, which shall be set aside for the exclusive 
use of "Impaired Mobility Persons." Such handicappec 
parking spaces shall be clearly and distinctly mark¬ 
ed so as to indicate that such spaces are reserved 
for the use of Impaired Mobility Persons." The number 
of designated parking spaces shall be in accordance 
with applicable state statutes 
b. Private property owners and those residents who 
wish to participate under this ordinance shall 
notify the City Traffic Engineering Department in 
writing on City application form, of the number and 
specific location of each parking space to be de¬ 
signated for impaired mobility parking by September 
1, 1983. Subsequent requests shall be submitted 
to City Traffic Engineering. After review of such 
designation by City Traffic Engineering and after 
approval by the Board of Public Safety, such spaces 
shall be designated with the appropriate signs, 
as determined by City Traffic Engineering in 
accordance with the Indiana Manual on Uniform 
Traffic Control Devices. Only those signs that 
satisfy the requirement of the Indiana Manual shall 
be enforced. 

The private property owner shall be responsible 
for the cost of such sign at a price equivalent to 
the cost incurred by City's Traffic Engineering. 

In addition, the private property owner shall main¬ 
tain such signs. 

To facilitate participation by private property 
owners hereunder, the Board of Public Safety shall 
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cause an Agreement to be prepared that will be exe¬ 
cuted by the City and participating private property 
owners, said Agreement to be in conformance with 
I' C • 9-4-14-1 et seq. Private property owners 
shall allocate the appropriate number of designated 
restricted parking spaces in accordance with appli¬ 
cable state statutes and Indiana Construction 
Rules. 

c. Where designated parking spaces are requested and 
needed on City streets, it shall be the respon¬ 
sibility of the petitioner to provide a petition 
signed by at least fifty-one percent (51%) of the 
residents on both sides of the affected block of 
said street. Requests for the permanent placement 
of an approved sign shall be submitted in writing 
on City application form to the City Traffic En¬ 
gineering Department by September 1, 1983. Subse¬ 
quent requests shall be submitted to the City 
Traffic Engineering Department. After review of 
such request and approval by the Board of Public 
Safety, such spaces shall be designated with appro¬ 
priate signs. Purchase, installation and maintenance 
of the signs and posts shall be paid by the peti¬ 
tioner through City Traffic Engineering Department. 
Only one (1) permit will be granted to a resident 
or petitioner. 

SECTION 4. Application and Permit. 

a. Any person, for or on behalf of any "Impaired Mo¬ 
bility Person" who does not have disable Veteran Re¬ 
gistration Plate(s) or Special Registration Plate(s)

Temporary permits will be issued to impaired mobility persons 
whose disability is not permanent. Such personsmust make 
application with the Board of Public Works accompanied by 
a letter from a licensed physician stating the person's 
temporary disability and the period of time which the person 
will have impaired mobility.
